Thus, particular care is given to the discussion of such subjects as 
Interstate Commerce, Taxation, Executive and Administrative 
Powers and Due Process of Law. Because of this systematic arrange- 
ment and its discussion of fundamental principles, the work will be in- 
dispensable not only to practicing laivyers, but to students of the law as 
well. 

Professor Willoughby is the author of several authoritative treatises 
upon political and constitutional subjects, is the editor of the American 
Political Science Review, and head of the department of Political Science 
at the Johns Hopkins University.
